Vacation pointers 

Looking forward to vacation this summer? 
Moat of us do. 

While even the best planned excursion 
can encounter unexpected problems, com¬ 
mon sense will help you avoid most pit- 
falls. 

For safe, healthy, fun - filled vacations, 
the following pointers should be remem¬ 
bered: 

— Maintain your normal habits while vaca¬ 
tioning. In general, eat when you are hungry 
and avoid strange foods. Follow a well- 
balanced diet and don’t overeat. 

— Don’t abuse alcohol or tobacco. 

— Qet enough rest and allow your body to 
adjust to any time changes. 

— Avoid overexposure to the sun. 

— Keep a first-aid kit handy. 

— Let common sense guide you In your 
travels. Wear clothing appropriate to the 
climate of the places you visit. Use com¬ 
fortable shoes for walking, and don’t try to 
crowd too much Into each day. 

— When traveling to the mountains, remem¬ 
ber that high altitudes put a greater strain 
on your heart and lungs. 

— On camping trips, wash your hands 
thoroughly before preparing or eating food. 
Wear clothing that will cover your skin 
when hiking In areas that are known to 
have poison oak. Make sure your tetanus 
shots are up-to-date before heading for 
the wilderness. 

— If vacationing near water, never swim 
alone. When boating, load your vessel 
properly, caution passengers about moving 
around safely and plan your trip carefully. 

— For picnickers, simpler meals are likely 
to be safe. Fancy foods should be kept In 
the refrigerator at home. 

— Foreign travel adds a whole set of 
precautions. Check with your local health 
department for information about required 
Immunizations for countries you plan to visit, 
and get them before you leave.

There’s help 
in flea season 

i h’s not much fun to come back from 
visiting friends with either oats or dogs 
,and find yourself covered wittt welts from 
flea bites. 

If we own pets, what can we do about 
the flea season that Is upon us? 

A thorough cleaning of the home Is the 
first step that Is necessary. This includes 
washing pet bedding in hot water or des¬ 
troying It, vacuuming all carpeting and furni¬ 
ture cushions, and mopping all wood and 
tile floors. Particular attention should be 
paid to area frequented by pets. 

All pets, including dogs, cats and birds, 
should be treated by veterinarians or 
groomer. It Is best to coordinate your pet’s 
treatment with home treatment so that pets 
do not become relnfested by fleas still In 
the home and vice versa. 

If these measures are taken, any flea 
problem can be easily controlled. It Is 
better not to wait until your home is In¬ 
fested though, call a professional pest con¬ 
trol company with experienced trained tech¬ 
nicians who have the knowledge and equip¬ 
ment to keep your home and pets In a flea- 
free condition.

One big difference, how¬ 
ever, is the population: Los 
Angeles has more people than 
the entire country of Sweden, 
he says.

Mustard is a particularly 
difficult stain to remove because of a yellow dye 
called turmeric.

California Veterinary Medi¬ 
cal Association (SCVMA), 
in cooperation with county 
and city animal control agen¬ 
cies, to schedule low-cost 
cat anti-rabies vaccination 
clinics throughout Los An¬ 
geles and Orange Counties. 

Dr. Jack L. Stephens, 
SCVMA president, stated re¬ 
cently that clinics are being 
scheduled for the next 30 days 
in an effort to build maxi¬ 
mum immunity against rabies 
in the local cat population. 

He said the rabid cat, an 8- 
to 10-week-old kitten, had 


been picked up by a San 
Pedro couple June 28 along¬ 
side |)te road near Big Bear. 

The following day, while 
in the custody of a motel 
proprietor at Big Bear, the 
cat became ill. It bit the man¬ 
ager on the finger with such 
intensity that its jaws had 
to be pried off by the man¬ 
ager’s grandson. The animal 
died the following day and 
pathological examination of 
its brain tissue in San Ber¬ 
nardino confirmed it to be 
rabid. 

The two Big Bear residents 
and the San Pedro couple 
are all receiving anti-rabies 
prophylaxis treatment.

Since the incubation period 
for rabies in cats ranges from 
10 - 30 days, with 30 days 
being the more common, it is 
strongly suspected that the 
cat had already been exposed 
to rabies prior to being left 
in the wild. 

Because of the heavy traf¬ 
fic between the Big Bear 
area, and Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties, it is not 
unreasonable to suspect that 
the cat may have originated 
from this area, according to 
Dr. Stephens. 

Stephens said a large seg¬ 
ment of the cat population 
in the two counties is thought 
not to be currently vaccin¬ 
ated and that this positive 
cat case points out the im¬ 
portance of having cats, as 
well as dogs, vaccinated 
against this deadly disease. 

Exposure to rabies inevit¬ 
ably leads to a torturous 
death in humans if early 


eased bats. Last year, Los 
Angeles County confirmed 
its highest count of rabid 
bats. During 1983, 11 rabid 
bats have already been found. 

The county’s bat popula¬ 
tion soars in late August 
and early September when 
colder northern weather 
prompts a southward migra¬ 
tion of thousands of these 
creatures. 

Stephens said vaccination 
of cats in late July and early 
August will allow time for 
the cats to develop high im¬ 
munity to the rabies virus 
prior to the bat influx. 

A nearby clinic is located 
at the 11th Avenue Animal 
Shelter, 3612 11th Ave., in 
downtown L.A. until Aug. 
27, then from Aug. 3 - 10. 

With warm weather ap¬ 
proaching, the foothill areas 
can also expect the annual 
arrival of the migratory fruit 
bats.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE ADDING SECTIONS 
92*0 THROUGH 92*4 and AMENDING 
SECTION 9*10 OF THE SIERRA MADRE 
MUNICIPAL CODE, RELATING TO 
GRANNY HOSPICE 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE DOES HEREBY ORDAIN 
AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I. Section 9260 of the Sierra 
Madre Municipal Code is amended as follows: 

Section 9260. Purpose. The purpose of this 
Ordinance is to implement Stale Legislature 
Senate Bill No. 1334, Chapter 1440 of 1982 
(G.C. 63832.2) lo permit the creation of 
"second units," known as "Granny Hospice" 
in certain residential rones within the City. 
It is also the purpose of this Ordinance to 
ensure that the creation of a "Granny Hos¬ 
pice" shall not create or add problems of 
overcrowding of streets, utilities, parks and 
open spaces, and other community facilitcs, 
and downgrading of living environment and 
life styles in the city. 

Section 9261. Definition. For the purpose of 
this Ordinance, a "Granny Hospice" is an 
attached dwelling unit which provides complete, 
independent living facilities for one or more 
persons. It shall include permanent living facili¬ 
ties for one or more persons. It shall include 
permanent but separate provisions for living, 
dec ping, eating, cooking, and sanitation on the 
same parcel or parcels, as the primary dwelling 
unit is situated, and shall contain a full bath, 
a kitchen and not more than one bedroom. 

Section 9262. Areas Permitted. One "Granny 
Hospice" shall be permitted only in R-l-9, 

K i ll and R 1-13 conforming lots subject to 
the same development standards as that set 
forth for the /one in which the "Granny Hos¬ 
pice" is to be located. 

Section 9263 (o»*Mo«al Uae Permit Re¬ 
quire*. A conditional use permit ($300.00 
filing fee) shall be required for creation/de¬ 
velopment of a "Granny Hospice" in ac¬ 
cordance with the procedures stated in the City 
Code and the following Development Stan¬ 
dards: 


(a) Minimum Floor Area. 

The minimum floor area for a "Granny 
Hospice" shall be not less than 600 
sq. ft. 

(b) Maximum Floor Area. 

The maximum floor area shall be not 
more than l,000sq. ft. 

(c) Separatist Walls. . % 

Common walls separating dwelling units 
shall be properly soundproofed. Details 
of proposed means of soundproofing 
shall be submitted with application for 
conditional use permit. 

(d) Parking. 

Any lot with a "Granny Hospice" shall 
provide a minimum of a two-car garage 
for each unit. 

(e) Design Con (In ally. 

A "Granny Hospice" to be attached to 
the existing residence; the design of such 
unit shal be consistent with that of the 
existing unit. 

(0 Separate Entrance Required. 

When a "Oranny Hospice" is attached 
to the existing residence, a separate 
entrance shall be provided for the unit, 
other than from the front of the main 
dwelling. 

(g) Single Ownership Required. 

Any lot developed with a second unit 
under this provision shall be held by 
a single ownership as recorded with the 
County Assessor's office. 

(h) No Detached Units. 

No detached buildings shall be constructed 
or converted into a "Granny Hospice." 

(i) Utilities. 

A "Granny Hospice" may not have sepa 
rate utility services nor may the electrical 
service be overloaded by the addition 
0) Uae. 

A “Granny Hospice" may be used only 
to house not more than two persons 
at least one of which is 60, or as other¬ 
wise provided by state law, and may 
not be used as a rental unit. 

(k) Applicant. 

The applicant for a "Granny Hospice" 
must be the fee owner, and the CUP 
will expire upon I) sale or trans 
fer of the main dwelling; 2) departure 
from the premises for more than six 
months of the applicant; or 3) the ex 
piration of ten years, whichever first 
occurs. 

• (I) A "Granny Hospice" may be allowed 
provided that it complies with all the 
applicable setback requirements of a lot 
as far as front, side, and rear yard 
setbacks are concerned. In addition, the 
"Hospice" must comply with all sun 
and shadow laws, and in particular, lo 
Section 9232 (i) Permissible Lot Covet 
age, and 30 degree Structural Encroach 
ment Line, etc. The Map Act require 
ment would be waived. 

Section 6264. Recordation. A covenant run 
ning with the land shall be recorded by every 
applicant, permitting the City to enforce these 
provisions at the cost of the owner. 

Section 9810(d) Conditional 
Uses of the Sierra Madre Municipal ('ode 
is amended to R-l-9, R-l 11, and R-l-13.

(g) The relative concentration of al¬ 
most 22% of elderly citizens in the 
population is a statistical fact, and suf¬ 
ficient care has been taken and funds 
have been allocated to meet the needs, 
aspirations and service demands of this 
segment of the population with a vigor¬ 
ous and effective housing rehabilitation 
and assistance program, while meeting the 
housing unit allocation of the region, 
including the proper housing and financaJ 
assistance of the economically less for¬ 
tunate segment of the community and 
the region who arc desirous of locating 
in the city. 

(h) Although the prohibition of second units 
"may limit housing opportunities of the 
region," nevertheless for the reasons set 
forth above the "adverse impacts on the 
public health, safety and welfare that 
would result in allowing second units within 
single-family . . zoned areas justify 
adopting . . . (this) Ordinance." 


SECTION V. Therefore, be it ordained 
that the adoption of the Ordinance amend¬ 
ment to the Sierra Madre Municipal Code, 
to deny on a interim basis second units with 
kitchen facilities on lots zoned R-l-9, R-l -11. 
and R-l-13 (single-family) residential when lhe 
findings in Section III hereof change signi¬ 
ficantly the City Council will implement Sec¬ 
tion I and II hereof. 

SECTION VI. The City Clerk shall certify 
to the adoption of this Ordinance and shall 
cause the same lo be published once in the 
Sierra Madre News, a weekly newspaper of 
general circulation, published and circulated in 
the City of Sierra Madre
